Walkom, tho Chief Justice said tho in- 
quiry was a most imj)ortant one, both as 
regarded tho rei)utation of members of 
the lato and the present Governments 
and as bearing upon the future adniinis- 
tratiou of ooustitutionul Government in 
this Province, and the Comuiissionors 
thought it desirable and in tho public in- 
terest that the fullest opportunity should 
be given for enquiring into tho matter. 
Tt was tho determination of tho Commis- 
sioners to avoid the slightest apjiearance 
of strangling enquiry. 

After somo consultation with Mr. Kob- 
son, the Commission adjourned to meet 
again at Victoria 'on Monday the 27th 
inst. at 11 o'clock. 

Zoological Survey. 

Mr. Selwyn's Griologieal Survey report 
has boon laid before Parliament. Thu 
Mail says of the pages relating to British 
Columbia: — 

"It is a circumstance that will yet bo 
seen to have an important bearing on the 
future of Canada, that on both her east- 
ern and westeru shores, one washed by 
tho Atlantic and the other liy tho Pacific, 
coal in quantities practically inexhausti- 
ble is formed near tho water's edge. If 
this does not in time to come give this 
country a strong commercial position on 
both oceans then Buckle's theory as to the 
intlueneo of natural conditions on civili- 
zation and progress will have to be revis- 
ed, and Canadions will have proved them- 
selves degenerate and shiftless eons of 
enterprising sires. The Comox coal-field, 
lying between the Beaufort rango of hills 
and the Straits of Georgia, extends for a 
considerable distance along the coast, and 
includes Docman and Hornby islands. 
Tho Vancouver Island conl is proved to 
be a true 'uituminoua ooal, for the most 
part, and tne term 'lignite' heretofore ap- 
plied to it is shown to have been a mis- 
tnko. Anthracite ooal, again, is found 
on the Quoou Charlotte Islands, nearly 
live hundred miles from Victoria, and, 
from what has already been ascertained, it 
appears a roasonablo inference that the 
Canadian Pacific shore coal fields are 
really of vast extent. Tho great warm 
oceanic current, flowing from tho equator 
towards tho North Pole, washes the Can- 
adian shore, making the winters mild, 
and carrying far north tho balmy in- 
tluoncoa of a moist and warm climate. 
With open ports in all seasoni, as well as 
abundance of coal and of splendid timber 
for shipbuilding near to the coast, it will 
bo a contradiction of all former experieuco 
if British Columbia does not soon riso to 
something like the rank of a maratime 
power on the Pacific." 

A Disdaiiifiil Reply. 

The Grit Prsmier has either imposed 
upon bis momentary strength in the 
House of Commons to insult the British 
Columbia representatives in the House — 
honest Mr. Amor DeCosmos excepted — 
or the bold declaration of those gentle- 
man that Mr. Mackenzie was mistaken if 
ho supposed Mr. DeCosmos was to lead 
them by the nose, provoked him, the 
other orening, to answer a plain and sim- 
pla quostiou put to him by Mr. Dewdney 
in ft way which that gentleman and hin 
colleagues regard a* oxceedin,^;ly con- 
temptuous, and in the worst po isible taste. 
Mr. Dewdney asked if the Premier was 
aware that oun of his colleagues had re- 
ceived a telegraph from Mr. DeCosmos, 
during the election, stating that tho wliole 
six members from British Columbio would 
support the Government. Mr. Dewdney 
had reference to a telegram which Mr. K. 
V/. Scott read on tho hustings at Ottawa. 
Mr. Mackenzie replied in effect that he 
knew nothing about tho telegram, and if 
he did know anything about it he would 
not tell, affeoting to believe that the des- 
patch was a private one. It is certainly 
stretching privacy rather far to give that 
character to a telegram said to have been 
se nt by the Premier of one of the Pro- 
vinces to a member of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and publicly used on the hus- 
tings. — Toronto Mail.

Ottawa, April 2. — As Government 
supporters have been industriously 
circulating a rumor through the country 
that Biel was accompanied by Messrs.

He 
looked around anxiously, and went to tho 
door and looked out, and I noticed that 
he acted somewhat strangely. I again 
asked him if he wished to be sworn. He 
said yes, and he had a friend. He then 
brought in Riel, and I administered the 
oath to thorn as follows: "I do swear 
that I will be faithful and bear true alle- 
giance to Her Maje.-ity (^luocn Victoria." 
Riel signed his name first. I did not pay 
particular attention, as I was in a hurry 
and did not look at tho roll until thoy 
were leaving the room. To my astonish- 
ment I saw tho name of Louis Riol. I 
looked np suddenly, and saw them going 
ont of the door. Itiel was making a low 
bow to rue, and I did not get a sight of 
his face. He had a heavy whisker not ex- 
actly black. M. Fissott whisjujred to me, 
"Do not mention this," or "Do not say 
anything about it." After it was done, I 
wont over to tho Premier at tho Privy 
Council, and related \.o him the facts, at 
which ho appeared to be astonished.
